FUNDING 
Funding heads the list of issues at both the local and neighborhood levels. But funding 


does not necessarily mean a requirement for additional money. it also means a more 
expeditious and effective way to prowide recreational! services 


Several major imues in the funding category appear to affect the study areas. Those 
officials who deal with supplying services complain over the lack of a centralized funding 
source for recreation To realize the maximum efficiency from federal sources. 
recreation department personne! should devote thew time and energres to dealing 

with a single agency. rather than coc-dineting with a multitude of sources Using 

the state as an intermediary sometimes presents problerns to local officals and 
depending upon the funding source several state agencies may enter the picture

Through the Land and Water Conservation Fund (LWCF) under the Burcau of Outdoor 
Recreation (BOR) and Community Develapment (CD) block grants under the U.S Department 
of Houmng and Urban Development (UD). cites hawe been able to obtann and develop 
egwiicant perk and recrestions! facilities, both indoors and outdoors. In Florida, 

state guidelines restr ct the use of the LWCF to natural resource areas and neglect 

the fect thet most recrestions! activities take place close to home on nonresource 
based areas. The state guideline influenced the city of Mian: to Grrect 2 substantia! 
puece of :ts bond money to the soquisition and development of beyfront prope: .es 
becaus feeders! matctung funcs were not avaliable The bond money had ongnally been 
entendec for user orented newhborhood facilites The city cannot be faulted for 
taking advantage of thus opportunity, but enother section of the city suffers in 

the meantime 


Inadequate financeng of operations and mamntenance causes probierns at both the 
negnborhood and jurisdictional levels. in prowideng 2 service at 2 recreations! 

OF COmMMmunty Center madequate funds cause less than desrable delivery of services 
For instance, due to a lumitation of qualified staff, Miarn: closes down many facilities 
#5 0.m. end on weekends — these time units constitute heavy wee periods for 
nergnborhood facets (after 5 p.m ) and larser areas (weekends) The unavailability 

of funds for personne! leads directly to the degradstion of many areas, Area A in 
Broward County beng a orwne example St George Park. which had been maniained under 
the auspices of the nenghboring church but reverted to the county parks and recreation 
Gepartment  sutyect to heavy use and abuse — the nenghborhood 1s experiencing 

a transition. and the county parks Gepartmest «= unable to provide adequate supervision. 
comsequentiy. the physica! appearance of the park has declined drastically, while 
vandaliem has increase’ 


Groups from throughout the area agree that they do not expect the federal government 
to allow uniumited funds to flow imto the area Local groups emphasize the high costs 
associated with acquiring land and developing or rehabelitating facrlitres, both 

indoor and outdoor. Property velwes carry of extremely high price tag in south Florida, 
forcong local departments to look toward alternative means of financeng to broaden 
thew resource bese 


The lack of an adequete tax rete, particularly in the fast growing unincorporeted 
areas of the counties, leads to poor public financial support for public services 
in Broward County, where residents Go not closely associete thermerives with the area, 


@ected officiwis are seidom willing to mcrease the tax rete, Geapite « Gemand for 

a bugher bevel of services. The lack of entification aith the ares causes many 
probierns for the struggleng parks and recrestson Gepartment om its attempt to prowwde 
for the tuture. 


ACCESSIBILITY 


The lack of adequate scoess to recrestions! opportunities takes many forms in the 
Study area. These range from poor design of facilities thet prevent use by the 
handicapped to the lack of transportation to get to « facility. Both federal and 
State lows require prowmons that allow access by the phymcally handicapped, but 
ths Goes not affect al! those facilities Gemgred and constructed pro to the 
passage of the regulations 


Sermor citizens who erther have no acoess to privete veticies or are frustrated 

by schedule srregularities and ptrysical berriers of the present mass transit system 

find it extremely difficult to take full advantage of the offered recreational 
opportunities. Accessiblity for this group is an msue little understood by transpor 
tation planners in drscusming the needs of this population, one must take into 
compideration those who find it a physical chore or wnpossible to walk three blocks 

to a recreation center. Another problem is mass transit vehicles nct equipped to handle 
the handicapped or senior citizens, for example, many senior citizens have great 
difficulty getting off conventional buses and vans. 


Because lack of funding restricts the hours of operation of many ecrestional 

facilities, the working public is often cen 4 access to many recreational opportunities. 
By not offering programs in the evening or on weekends, or by not supplying year round 
programs, recreation departrnents far! to meet the needs of thei chentete. 


A much broeder accessibility issue concerns the role of recreation in overall 
transportation planning. it appears thet recreation is afforded either no or low 
priority om the transportation planning process. As a result, privete vehicies often 
provide the only means to reach the destination. Little or no consideration is given 
to breycles or public transportation when the roeds are constructed and dollars spent. 


inadequate cooperation by the suppliers of recreational services plagues the delivery 
of services in the south Florida area. The major complaint in this area, and one 
stluded to numerous times 6m the report. is the underutilization of public facilites. 
pertroularty schools and then equipment Both at the jurisdictional and neighborhood 


levels, poor cooperston between the education Gepartrments and parks and 
recrestion Gepartrments leads to 2 Genial of apportunities for the public. Despite 
officaal agreements and ordinances Dade County and Muar: the problem perssts 
because the ullemete Gecmon whether to apen schoo! tacertses to publ 
recrestonsl programs « left to the indiwidual schoo! princapal. Differences 

" phtosopiwes and procedures between schoo! and pert staffs witten the same 
pereadiction are seidom resolved. in Browerd County, even though the Diwrmon of 
Parks end Recreation aintans the gourds, the princupe! keeps the key to the gete 
ad door, thereby comtrotling af! after hours actwitees.

The problem of incorporation in Browerd County has ted to an additional problem of 
Guphcating programms and sermces Often. each community Gesres a maor recreational 
compiles, and im certan cases, Gentical services are avariable at sermilar facelrties 

Querd thew facilites, making them imaccessible to nonlocal remdents. Little 

cooper ation of Coordenation exists between the purisdectrons to make the faceites 
averladle to af! populations in the most equitable manner. 


Not only does the lack of coordination among direct recreation providers exist at the 
and quaw public Recreation related federal funding often is funneled shrough a 
nonrecreation agency. much to the surprise of the perks and recrestion department. 
In sore cases, parks and recreation departments have been g@ven. with little warreng. 
the responsiblity for operation and mantenance of s facility From the perspective 
of whe local departments, little coordination and cooperation exist at the federal 
level — there is no effective focal point for recrestion in the federal government. 


NEEDS OF SPECIAL POPULATIONS 


As ths study atternpted to deal with menghborhoods representative of several special 
population groups anc asked spokespeaple and members of these groups to come to al! 
meetings the needs of the various svecial populations became @ mayor issve Not only 
were the needs of the elderly, hand: sapped, blacks, and Latins expressed, but the

As @ fewult, programs do not match the desires of the people. On the other hand, 
laypeaple realize thet thew input can go just so far and professional pudgrnent and

Questionnaire responses for the 1970 Brcwerd County Open Space Plan indicated 
thet beach and other waterfront actiwities were in hughert Gemand, with facilities 
needed for camping, picnicking, and bicycling. 


Between July and November 1974 Broward County stternpted to survey public apirmon on 
the adequacy of and needs for open space and recreational resources. Responses were 
solicited by distributing an outdoor recrestion questionnaire Two newspapers 

published the questionnarre in thew weekend editions, other distribution was 
accomplished through civic groups, professional societies, public libraries, etc. 
Approximately 500 peaple responded to the survey. However, because the survey was not 
randomly distributed, the people who responded may not be truly representative of the 
total population, and the results may be biased by the fact that only highly motiveted 
peopie -esponded. Of those who responded, at least 50 percent go swimming or bicycling 
10 of more times @ year. Of the recrestional activities engaged in at least once, 

the highest participation (B9 percent) was in ocean swirnming, other high priority 
recreational activities (over 50 percent participation) in order of preference were 

poo! swIMMMIng, bicycling, pleasure driving. visiting parks fishing, and playing 

tennws, hunting was the lowest ranking recreations! preference Among al! respondents. 
61 3 percent felt that existing outdoor recreational facilities were not adequate. 

Of the remaining, 18.7 percent felt thet facilities were adequete, and 20 percent 

were undecided Of al! respondents, 78.6 percent felt that open space acquisition and 
development should have a higher priority in public expenditures than is now the 

case However only 56 4 percent were willing to pey increased taxes to finance 

open space needs 


Planners and park administrators seer to be aware of the people's needs and desires. 
However. the realities involved in responding to these needs include insufficient 
funding, insufficrent staffing, destructive behavior toward public property in some 
neighborhoods, and responding to areas with the most politica! clout These are daily 
frustrations faced by the dedicated profess:oneis in the public section of the park 
and recreation business.

RECREATION INCOME 


Just a8 a comparison of the recreation budget to the jurisdiction's total budget can 
yield insight into resource allocation, so can analysis of funds. in Broward County, 
the total opersting budget derives from the general fund. In the last 5 years, 
approximately $840,000 has been secured th ough the LWCF for capital emprovement 
or acquisition projects. One donation of $150,000 was made for development projects 
and one of $1,000 for landscaping. 


in Dade County, almost all of the budgeted park and recreation operating funds were 
derived from genera fund appropriations. in 1976. considering ai! sources of revenue, 
including bonds, grants, and donations, 47 percent of the total came from the general 
fund One percent each came from earmarked revenues and independently levied taxes. 
General obligation bonds yielded a large 38 percent, financial assistance 2 5 percent, 
and philanthropy ‘donations 9 5 percent. 


in Miami, similar to Dade County, aimost all of the operating funds for parks and 
recreation were from the general fund. Such operating funds account for 52.5 

percent of the total funds spent for park and recreational programs and facilities in 
Miami. Other sou ces include 2.6 percent from federal revenue sharing and 44 8 percent 
from the public facilities fund. Miami Beach in 1976 received « $48,000 grant from the 
Fiorida Division of Health and Rehabilitation for programs for the retarded. This grant 
constituted 1.1 percent of the parks and recreation budget. Two community development 
gents of $65,000 and $25,000 provided a total of 2 percent of the recreation budget. 
federal revenue sharing provided 11 1 percent and the remamning 85 8 percent was 
dered from the city's general fund. 


Tirreng and predictability of income can have important implications for the abelity 
of local jurisdictions to carry out meaningful programms. in Miarni Beach, the local 
political leaders generally recognize thet predictable operations and maintenance 


funds need to be planned into facility construction. The local ad valorem millage 
is ot & stable rete and is not likely to change; there are no special millages for 
perks and recrestion. Florida received one specific $48,000 grant for programs for 
the retarded; additions! gents are not predictable. LWCF grants are helping to pay 
for the $1.2 million eleveted North Park project, but the precise timing of such 
gents is uncertain. HUD CD block grants come on «2 regula basis, but their timing 
is atso uncertain. Federal revenue sharing 6 generally regularly timed and « 
predictable. Classes and activities generste fees, but these are sent directly to 

the city and are not 2 true source of recrestion revenve. 


in Miami, there appear to be some positive trends in shifting of functions and 
responsibylities from various departments to the department of parks and recreation. 
Such increases in responsibilities and staff could amount to a 10 to 15 percent budget 
increase. Such an suspicious picture is also true in Dade County, where the park 
and recreation department indicates either good or excellent predictability for al! 
sources of revenue, including general appropriations, general obligation bonds, 
federal grants, donations, and other sources. The timing of such funds is almost 
Certain in that they occur annually or regularly. in Broward County, the general 
appropriations for parks and recreation appear to be stable, sufficiently well-timed, 
and predictable. Other local sources of revenue are also in line with this situation. 
Relative to the LWCF., the county has learned to count on one grant a year. 


Another source of income for parks and recreation in the jurisdiction is funds received 

On @ per capita basis from federal programs used for recreation. The agency actually 
administering these programs and the packaging of such funds are also relevant here. 

in Broward County, LWCF acquisition and development grants in the last 5 years have 
totaled $840,000, or approximately 87 cents per capita. in 1976, there were 23 CETA 
positions in the Broward County Division of Parks and Recreation, making a sizable 
contribution to the park programs. CD programs are used for park and recreation department 
projects of common interest. For all such grant programs, there is a grant liaison 

office headed by an assistant county administrator, who processes and administers 

all grants under a standard policy. 


in Dade County, financial assistance for parks and recreation amounted in 1976 to 
approximately $1,004,266 (45.3 cents per capita). All grants, whether block or categorical, 
are coordinated through the county manager's office. For Miami, data on per capita funds 
from federal programs are not available. Federal contributions to parks and recreation 

in the form of CETA staffing are tremendous in Miemi; approximately 260 CETA workers 
staff various positions in park and recreation efforts. All federal grants and programs 

are coordinated by the city manager's office and administered by one or more departments. 
in Miami Beach, the only federal grants of prominence in 1976-1977 were two CD 

yants totaling $90,000. The parks and recreation department coordinated with 

all departments and the city manager's office on packaging ano administering grants.

wm a tast-gqrowws county like Browerd the needs of the populston outstrip the supply 
of tecsirtes and programs, cooperstion and coordineton among supper agencees may 
reduce Guphcetion and increase the level of service. 


Muttipie Use of Pubic F acolvtees 

The question of efficient utilization of public facilities for maximum recrestion 

ard part advantage represents a commmon theme echoed at every jurisdectvonas! and 
@ acousstory finger st the schoo! system for mot serving the needs of the community 
at large. The schools, in general, take @ typical custodial approach by trying to bent 
use efter schoo! hours in Broward County, they heave enilisted the division of perks 
and recreation to help mantan some of thew 34 bellfeids (operated on a lease bass). 
but have not allowed evenly distributed public use of those facilites 


Because schools are often seen as @ focus of the newhborhood, inadequate use of releted 
taceitees affects the newhborhood Not only are schools madequetely averlable to 

the public, but schoo! buses, scoording to state lew, may not be employed for nonacademic 
activities. This policy applies to after schoo! hours and during the summer Asa 

result, nexghborhood, city, and county recreational programs have a difficult time 
operating activities that require transporting large groups of individuals regularly 

without mourning a great expense Groups have indicated then willingness to schoo! 
authorities to pay for insurance and other bus relisted expenses instead of cha ‘tering 
expensive private transportation, but schoo! officials and polices are wntransegent 


in Dade County. an ordinance and an agreement would appear to solve jornt use problerns. 
But because the ultimate decision regarding multiple use is left to the schoo! principal. 
cooperation does not represent an institutional reality in the early 19608 the Dade 
County schoo! boerd and the park and recreation Gepartment were directed by @ public 
ordinance to make the fullest use of schoo! and perk recreational facilitves As a 

result of ths agreement. planners fromm the two departments jointly designed a new 
educational facility and its grounds, making sure to include the part /schoo! concept. 
However neither of these actions has guaranteed the maximum use of both the recreational 


in Dade County, the part /schoo! concept usually involves more than providing benefits. 
Most high schools conduct the footbel! contests on county or city owned and aopersted 
tacelities. Presently, several new stadiurns are being constructed throughout the county 

to accommodate the increased demand by the high schools Vet this capital emprovernent 
1s often put ahead of the surrounding facilities that benefit the greeter genera! public. 

For example the construction of playgrounds basketbel! courts and swimming pools 

are delayed unt! the completion of the stadiurn This policy provides an excellent 
opportunity for the schools to exernpt the construction end develapment of a major sports

and sports. attempts and succeeds in instilling armong its youth recagrition and 
security It emphasizes constructive alternatives, while explarrwng why destructive 
aptroms ultemaetety lead to negative behewor and results

Though an solated incident, the above example Gemonstrates several major problems 
inherent in most park and recrestion systems in south Fiorids — lack of adequate 
staffing and supervimon due to lmited funding and poor planrwng and lack of 
seretivity to users of recreational facilities on the part of decision makers. 


inadequate (simost nonexistent) police support on the parks compounds problems of 
vandalism and security. It « most noticeable in the uruncorporsted areas of counties 

that the law enforcement Gepartments fall to recognize that they are Gealing with urban 
problems. The shortage of staff and subsequent long response time provoked one Broward 
citizen to remark thet in order to apprevend 4 criminal, the police must be cognizant 

of the crime 3 wo 4 hours in advance. In addition, police appear reluctant to confront 
large groups of m-ghttime tresscasers at parks 


When possible, consideration should be grven to locating recreational facilities near 
mstitutions such as church personages, and police and fire stations where occupation 
on a 24-hour basis occurs. A realization on the part of parks and recreation 
Gepartment: at it is very difficult to co ch Gut people may assist in reduciry 
vandalism and security proble-ns. (it may “e well to adopt Broward County's policy

RELATIONSHIP OF DESIRED PROGRAMS TO EXISTING RESOURCES 


Use and user satisfaction with regards to existing recreational resources may be directly 
lynked to the operations and maintenance of the facility, accessibility, and willingness 
on the part of the supplier to understand the needs of its clientele. In most cases, 
facilities exist, often they are inadequately maintained and staffed. in Miami Beach, 
which provides a relatively high per capita expenditure for recreation, senior 

citizens desire an endiess program of dances, concerts, and wrudeville shows 7 nights 

a week, if possible. As a result, a constant desire for these ac ivities puts much 
pressure on physical and financial resources. 


From the senior citizens’ viewpoint, it is not that there are im ufficient funds 
for recreational and social services, but that funds are not always aimed in the 
night direction. The city provides an adequate number of facilities (not just 
recreational). the major problem lies in the inadequate use of these public 


taciiemees. The semor coturens Gepre more programs, mot mecemarntly mew facies 
These programs showld take full advantage of exesteng fecelitees Add. “onally, senor 
clwwens Go not Geare new pragrams based on long term of Gutant goms. they favor 
onmechate emprovernent of exrsteng resources 


Peaple throughout Dade County (particularly new erwels) complan bitterly about the 
be~wted amount of pubuc beach within the county. Mowrng to south Fiorsda with the see 
of univer ted sunstene ond beaches these new remdents and many old termers” are 
shocked at the crowded conditions tn fact, very few beaches exist at af! om Dade 
Cownty. Even with that thought in mind, many peapie feel that the mangrove areas may 
be converted to wide expansiwe beaches. They Go not resize the great costs, both 
frnancsal and ecolagecal, that would accrue to the whole regon as a result of creating 
artifcnal beaches. It «4 2 trade off that many peaple Go not comprehend 


The towrrst trade compounds the problem of lemited beaches. From November through April. 
the towrrsts swarm the beaches, leaving tem than adequate access to the local 
rewdents. As a rewlt, many residents who can afford « forego the Atlantic beaches 
in ew of the Gulf coast. And even when, a in the case of Broward County, the 
rewdents get to the beaches, local restrictions strongly bert the type of farnily 
recreational actrvities Mur cepally operated beaches profwbit promck ing on the sand 
inadequate promc facelties ext Quite removed from the center of actiwity Asa 
result, tocal citizens reported that large groups or fammiives find it difficult to 

spend a day at the beach. prices at nearby food shops mmibrt purchaseng snacks 
Hugh Taylor Birch State Park offers the only vial ‘© alternative because it permits 
beach promcs, and the demand is great at thus fa ity 


Close to horne, easily accessible facelitees with we 39 perated and staffed prograrns 
comprise he geatest dewre for recreation among the groups coritacter’. To eryoy a 
verved program though. peaple must often make substrtutrons and travel to another 
taciity. Unies the program or activity offers a special appeal, the residents himuit 
travel up to a2 to 3 mile radius from thew houses. Neighborhood facilities, both 
indoor and outdoor, are weed mainly by residents withhn 2 well defined area. in the 
Cotomal Park area, a lack of adult and teenage programs has prompted the residents 

to seek Opportunities im other areas. Likewise in Area A. the lack of 2 Gesired swimming 
tacuity and program forces remdents into Fort Lauderdale, which may or may not 
gperrwt use of its faceitres by moncity resdents 


A problem that haunts many of the purrsdictioms and menghborhoods studreed involves 

the lack of knowledge of avarlable programms and facelitees Even though Dade County

That peaple heave a hierarchy of recreational needs or Gesires 46 apparent and includes 
Gay to Gay actrvitees, weekend of holiday actrwitees, and extended vacation activities 
Nearly everyone needs resources close to home (withen walking distance for the cartess) 
for Gaily activities. With more time, many lke to go to the beach if transportation 

can be arranged 


Mian Beach peaple commented on the need to rehabilitate face tres to meet present 
needs and to make prograrns and facilities avarlable during weekends and after 5 pm. 
\t was noted that staffing problerns throughout the study area prevent efficent use 
of tactites 


Concernwng orgamzed sports, strong interest was shown for baseball, football, soccer, 
leadeng favorite armong most peaple Unfortunately. in Dade County would be beach users 
are frustrated by problerns of access — including parking — and insufficient beach space

Many peapte asked for more family onvented programs and facilities. People working 
mm the somer city areas expressed a need for hobby centers for young peaple and 
sheltered workshops for the elderly Family type parks, compartmentalized into areas

Some immer city rewdents like to fish — for recreation and for food. More access 


to water bodes « dewred and the apron was expressed that no waterfront property 
owned by the county and murncipal ties should be sold to private interests 


A comprehernswe survey of bostsigns requirements and preferences for 1975 1976 was 
made tor the Sea Grant Program by C. Bruce Austin. Those who teller thew bosts 
expressed « Gepre for more ramp space, more parking, more security, longer howrs, 
and better upkeep of tecilities. Owners of berthed boets leted more security a 

top prorty. followed by longer hours and avarlabilrty of mecherncal serwoes. 


Questonnere responses for the 1970 Broward County apen space plan inchcated beach

Approumatety 500 peaple responded to the survey However a word of caution with regard 
to the interpretation of the survey results should be inserted here Because the survey 

wat Not randomly Grstributed. the peaple who responded may not be truly representative 
of the total population. Therefore, the results may be biased by the fact that only 

hughly motrvated peaple responded 


Of those who responded, at least 50 percent swim in the ocean and pools and go bicycling 
10 of more times @ year. Of the recreational activities engaged im at least once, the 

teghest participation (89.0 percent) was in ocean swirnrming Other high priority recreational 
activities (over 50 percent participation) im the order of preference were: poo! 

swimming bicycling pleasure Griving. visiting parks fisheng and tennis Hunting was the 
lowest ranking recreational preference, with only 11.4 percent of all respondents 
participating at all, and only 3.9 percent hunting 10 or more times a year. 


Among al! respondents, 61.3 percent felt that existing outdoor recreational facilities 
were not adequate, and 20 percent were undecided. Of al! respondents, 78.6 percent 
felt that open space acquisition and develapment should have a higher priority on 
public expenditures than is presently the case However, only 56 4 percent were 
willing to pay increased taxes to finance open space needs. 


Planners and park adrrerstrators seer to be aware of the people's needs and depres. 
However the realities nvolved in responding to these needs inciude insufficrent 
funding, insufficent staffing, destructive behavior toward public property mm sore 
nergnborhoods and responding to areas with the most potitical influence These 

are the daily frustrations faced by the dedicated professionals in the public sector 


of the park and recreation business.

However, this 4 by mo means all of the public 
beach »n Browerd County Public beaches in Broward County are more extensve and more 
acoetpible than those oceanfront beaches in Dade County Access to these Dade Jounty public 
beaches on Key Bacayne os wie the Rickenbacker Causeway, which on weekends s jammed 
with traffic to the great moonwvere ce of recreatronists and residents of the municipality 
of Key Biscayne Un. ustunatety, 2 significant portion of the papwlation, particularly 

in Dade County, lacks the means (and sometirnes the desire) to wtilize the beaches. 


The study area is limited in whet it has to offer in the wey of natural areas for 

passrve recreation along the lines of San Francesco's Golden Gate National Recreation 

Area of New York's Central Park. Within Dade County, Matheson Hammock Park comes the 
closest, but is Not in thet class. Much better would be Cape Florida State Recreation 

Area and Crandon Part on Key Biscayne, but as noted before, access is difficwit, 
particularly for peaple without automobiles The state area is heavily water onented 

Beach use is popular and well provided for at Crandon Park which also has 2 200 (to 

be moved) and » golf course. Hugh Teylor Birch Park in Broward County (for which the 
state charges a user fee) 1s suggestive of the larger passive recreation paras

park and recreational areas and school sites, inchaleng 3 meles of ocean beach With

Anatyes of southeast coastal Florida's ecomormc future depends upon predictions 
of future eneregration and construction trends and the attractrveness of Florida 

to towriets. The towrist industry, one of Fioride’s primary employers, faced

tact, revenwes were up about 10 percent over 1973. But i: is difficult to speculate 
on the future of the tourist industry, which 6 auch 2 vital part of Florida's economic 
base Tourn mm Flor)‘. and its ecomomc emphcations are particularly sensitive to 
national ecomormc and energy polices The unsettied nature of responses to these 
problems 198s uncertainty in towrien forecasting However, it is estimated thet 77 8 
rruillon towrists per yoor will be wierting Florida by 1980, and if trends continwe.

It & proposed that the Florida legisiature give serious consideration to amending 
Chapters 259 and 375, Florida Statutes, to incorporste appropriate eminent domain 
power for acquisition of outdoor recreation and environmental preservation lands 


As has already been pointed out, the state has a responsibility to encourage local 
governments to acquire and develop natural resource outdoor recreational areas and 
facilities. The state's financial ability to meet local needs for this purpose is very 
lemited. The total state recreation budget arnounts to only a fraction of the combened 
Statewide recreation expenditures of local governments. Nonetheless, there are many 
local units that have very limited means of providing recreational resources of any 
kind, and state funding assistance is vital to their needs. 


All local governmental units, large or small, are faced with the task of providing 
their citizens the full range of recreational opportunities, from cultural arts 
programs to nature trails. It is becoming more difficult for local governments to 
provide this full range of recreational opportunities, which is so important to the 
well-being of their citizens. It may well be thet the state can, and property should, 
expand ts involvernent in financial assistance to local governments Such assistance 
could be extended to both acquiring and developing recreational! areas and facilites. 


Needs Percerved by Broward County 

Provision of public parks and recreational facilities in Broward County has been 
hemited by the availability of vacant and reasonably priced property in highly 
urbanized areas and the allacation of scarce funding to apen space acquisition and 
development programms. The recreational prograrns in the county and the individual 
mumcipali tees aperate independently The Broward County Division of Parts and 
Recreation has been working on a goa! of providing at least one major urban or 
subregional park in each of the seven county subregions. The acquisition program 
has been farrty successful Many local governments, however, have fallen short of 
the standards for local parks and recreational facilities. 
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Broward County « approxmetety 60 percent developed Only two mayor areas reman 
undeveloped on the northwest and southwest, and substantial portions of these areas 
are siready Commutted for Gevelapment. These areas prowde the last resources for any 
and Gewgn that would enable proper allocation of apen spaces om relations wp to 
other urban lend uses 


An inwentory of existeng apen space has been made, including public parks 2°. recrestronal 
taceltees as well a major private recreational facilites and special open spece uses 
condomimurm and apartment developments whch are not mventorned on ths report. 

and should be evaluated at the local level when open space acquisition and develaprnent 


There is a need for more large parks, which should be provided on 2 countywide besis 
according to the open space plan for Broward County. The plan provides for facilities 
to serve future low and moderate income housing.

The Dade County Park and Recreation Department is awere that their large regional 
parks (eg, Havlover, Crandon, Matheson) are being utilized beyond their natural 
carrying Capacity and they see a need for more resource based passive recreation 
areas. The Dade County master plan Wentified areas of inadequate open space and 
estimated that there would be a need for 3,700 additional acres of community perks 
by 1085. 


Cagatel tres 

The state operates two medium sized parks in Broward County and three in Dade County, 
inctudeng Biscayne Aquatic Preserve it has demonstrated its capability for acquiring 

and managng perks centered around the natural resource However, the state does not 
commder any of the remaining open apace areas in the Miami/Fort Lauderdale SCSA to 
be statewide on nmportance 
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Browerd and Dade Counties, by wirtwe of thew tax bese and profesional recrestion 
steft, are in 2 better position to scquire and maintain 2 large open apace park then 

any of ts political subdrwemons. However prowmion of adequate parks and recreational 
tacivtees and programs to satisfy the Gemres and needs of the remdents continues to 

be @ sort responsitelity of murncepal and county governments supplemented by slate 
and teders! assistance wher avarlable Over the past several decades, the population 
Fowth m the countes has reached the level where no one level of government « capable 
of adequately satesfying the total requirements for parks and recreational tacitees 

and programs. A logical Grvision of responsibility « necessary to ensure successful 
stutions to the problem. 


The successful development of 2 balanced program of recreational facilities and parks 
Gepends upon each level of government carrying out (ts individual responsrbeli tres 
withun its particular area. The failure of a few places is an undue burden upon the 
remaiwng The residents throughout one county do not necessarily seek recreation 
areas to unincorporated and wice versa. 


The Broward County Board of Commussoners asserts that organized and supervised 
recreational programs are considered a municipal service and wil! therefore not be 
provided by the county from the general fund. However, other agencies may provide 
such programs at county perks at mo cost to the county with permission of the board 
of commuasoners. 


The Broward County Division of Parks and Recreation is an integral element of all county 
land use planning and zommng Such planning and zoning embraces not only areas to be 
acquired for the parks system, but maximum use is also made of zoning and other 
regulatory powers to preserve open spece, protect scemic values, and otherwise enhance 
recreational opportunities 1m private developments. 


Broward County protects existing park areas against both public and private encroachment 
and yrelds such areas for other purposes only upon the condition that areas lost are 
replaced by others of comparable value whch serve the sarne population. 


The Broward County Board of Commrssioners encourages municipal governments to acquire, 
develop, manntamn, and adrmenister parks and ‘acreational facilities and programs that 

serve the needs of neighborhoods and communities within the respective corporate 

herts) They are further encouraged to provide on a demand basis neighborhood and 
community parks and recreational programs in the unincorporated areas adjacent to 

thew municipality when such areas are planned to be annexed within the foreseeable 

future 80 a3 to provide a continuity of activities when such annexation occurs. 


With the exception of the cities of Fort Lauderdale and Hollywood, most of the munici- 
pelrtres on Broward County are not capable of acquiring and maintaining significant 
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open spece percels. Land costs are too hugh and tax bases too beewted to produce te 
revenue necessary for aperstions and maintenance. Most of the 27 noncore cities are 
bedroom suburban commun ties with essentially mo actwe recreston Gepertments or 
programs. One city uses @ truck for its city hall, another has « population of only 

50 people intergovernmental competitweness, fragmentation of authoritees and resources, 
and the importance of local autonomy are evidenced by 2 long series of annexations 

and wmcorporsbons. 


durisdictional Priorities 

Florida. Fiorida’s Outdoor Recreation and Conservation Act of 1963 set up « trust 
fund to finance development and acquisition of land tor outdoor 1 screstion, marking 
a Geparture from past policies of providing only state parks in “ve classic sense. 

Then, as well a5 now, acquisition of such land is guided by need, availability (eminent 
domain authority is lacking), and fuxding capabilities. 


in 1972, Florida voters approved a bond issue for acquisition of environmentally 
endangered lands ($200 million) and outdoor recreation lands ($40 million). By and 
large, state land acquisition programs have concentrated on getting the most for 

money spent; hence, urbenized counties, where land values are high, have been neglected. 


in 1974, the Florida legislature declared Bisciryne Bay an aquatic preserve. This act 
provides “that Biscayne Bay be preserved ir 2» essentially natural condition so that 

its brological and aesthetic values may endure for the enjoyment of future generations ~ 
in the act. 


Dede County. The general obligstion bond issue of $75.8 million for 
Metropolitan Dade County's parks, recreation, and cultural facilities development 
program is based on the standards adopted in the county's Open Space and Recreation 
Master Plan. With each item on the list is a preliminary cost estimate and a 

brief description of the project. 


The comprehensive 10 year apen space acquisition and develapment program includes 
$53,086,000 (71.0 percent of total) in projects of a metropolitan or regional nature 


Particular emphasis in the program is given to acquisition of open space lands 

before they are developed and therefore lost to the public. Included are proposals 

for acquisition of 18 neighborhood and community (local) park sites, and estimated 

to cost some $6,285,500. Also proposed is the acquisition of 496 scr: . of metropolitan 
perks at an estimated cost of $11,259,000. These letter sites are proposed for purchase 
in the early years of the program, as they are unique sites highly susceptible to 
immediate development 


Because sthiet areas and facies for orgerured recrestion are badly needed on

Rega dies of the amaunt of public furnds made avelable af! possiblities for land 
acquirtion by means other than outrght purchase must be explored and utilized Fee 
mernple title may be acquired through Gonstion, as many thousands of acres im Florida 
aiready heave been. Lew than fee tithe interest may be adequate for the purpose in 

many cases. Scemc easements, floodplain and apen space Zoning, tax Concessions, and 
other arwlar Gewioes have shown some promise — aithough the very activity of the Florida 
real estate market works ageinst the success of these measures. Finally, there is the 
prospect of leasing privete lands for public outdoor recrestionsl use. 


Such leasing prograrns are highly Gesirabie for outdoor recreational activities involving 
extensive land requirements, such as hu ting, and may afford an excellent means of 
supplementing @a.* ung public outdoor recreational areas. Leases, however — even the 

long terrr ones which can sometimes be obtained — are purety an interim measure and may 
in tact lead to a false sense of Gutdoor recrestion security (Owtdoor Recreation 

in Florida, 1976). 


As stated previously, land costs are so high that without additional sources of funds 

a murucipally sponsored project would be impossible The possibility of acquiring in 
fee only those portions of a potential open space project necessary {or public access 
should be considered. riowever, it is unrealistic to count on the use of less than fee, 
sceMmCc easements, OF sirtu.ar techniques to preserve the landscape The experience of 
most agencies thet heve tried alternative approaches is thet they cost nearly as much 

a fee smnple title to the property and do not assure a long tern park environment 

in rapidly develaping areas. Therefore, uniess lands are donated or a reasonable and 
rigediy defined negotiated sale is worked out, : y method other than ownership cannot 
be considered an important long-range, open space preservation too! 


In addition to fee sirmple purchase of ape: space, Dade County is utilizing for 
recreational purposes surplus federal  operties such as the Navy Well Field. an 
area of aquifur recharge servicing the Flonda Keys Right>.of way along South 
Fiurida Water Mar agernent District canals and below electric power lines are berng 
developed as linear parks and bike paths. 


in 1976, the Dade County Commission adopted a scenic easement ordinance (ORD 75.33) 
\vewch allows for the wanving of ad ve/orem taxes on land of exceptional scenic 

beauty which is left in its natural state and evellable for public use after formal 

request 1s made of the owner Large scale developers are berng required to set aside

Open space apportun ties withen Broward and Dade Counties which are not currently in. 
or planned for, park systerns inchuce @ broad spectrum of resources. These represent 
tracts of land and flood prone areas noted for size if not for resource based recreational 
potential abandoned rock pits. drscontinuous but significant fragments of ongnal 
subtropical harnmnock and woodla wis, ranging from 13 to 1 O00 acces, agricultural lands 
adjacent to city lerwts, and downt awn city blocks cleared for commercal development 
that has been ternporarily suspend ed for econo ic reasons. 


Because of the intensively platted multiple ownerstup develapments in the remanwng 
eastern portion of the county during the 1960s anc 1970s, potential parkland sites 
have been identified by random selection of residual tracts, rather than from @ base 
of interrelated resource systern or alternatively by im erconnercting parklands and 
recreational areas with g cenweys and limited access corridors radiating from urban 
cores.

Shortly after the road was built, the South Florda Water Management District ordered 
Contest Realty to perce the road with culverts in order to reduce empedimnents to 
weter flow. When an aree at the end of the road was rock plowed” and planted with 
tomatoes the Dade County Department of Enwronmental Management ordered Contest 
to cease and dest as ths area had been declared enwronmentally sensitive and

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recommended for preservation in the Dade County master plan. The eres provides prime 
recharge for the Biscayne aquifer, Dade County's sole source of potable weter. 
Furthermore, it lies within Taylor Slough, which flows into Everglades National Park. 
At present, Context Realty is appealing the order. Protection of this ares is in 

the best interests of Dade County and Everglades National Park. 


Ragged Keys. The Ragged Keys lie directly north of Biscayne Nations! Monument 
about 6 miles east of the south Dade mainiand. They include about 18 acres of upland 
and over 200 acres of submerged bay bottom, all in privete ownership. 


The site 6 scoessive only by bost. At present, it is much used by fishermen, swimmers, 
and snorkelers. Although this biologically mich area s performung its basc eoologecal 
function, sorme degradation is occurring. Bost propellers and anchors tear uy grass 
beds, and over collecting of marine specimens occurs. 


The site @ presently in private ownership. Recently, owners have asked $500,000 for 
Ragged Key No. 4 (10 acres uplands, 118 acres bay bottom) and $750,000 for Ragged 
Key No. 5 (8 acres uplands, 107 acres bay bottom, one onshore quest house, pier, and 
two 30-foot by 60 foot floating homes). The assessed value for all ut the Ragged 

Keys in 1976 was $332,000. Zoning is general use interim zoning (1 unit per 5 acres). 
The keys and related bey weters are presently under study by the National Park 
Service as possible legislateve additions to Biscayne National Monument. Granting of 
dredge and fill permits for the privately owned bottom lands « untikety, however, 

the owners could legally deny boasts or swirnmers access to the area. Any alteration of 
the shoreline would require a permit from the Flonda Department of Environmental 


Dade-Collier Jetport Site. The jetport site lies in the southeastern corner 

of the Big Cypress Swarnp, about 36 miles west of Miami and 6 miles north of the 
northern boundary of Everglades National Park. About one third of the 36 square 

rule tract Wes on western Dade County, the remainder stretches westward into Collier 
County. The land is completely owned by Dade County except for privately owned mineral 
rights on about 25 percent of the acreage. The area is seasonably dry in winter, but 

's flooded in the rainy seston une to October), except for the runweys and acces 

road, which are elevated by fill. 


Presently the site is being weed for jet training flights only. A contro! tower, a 

house travier for ernployees, and a shed housing a few maintenance and ernergency 
veticies comprise the support facilities. Cyclone type fencing encloses the contro! 
tower and landing area consisting of @ taxi sirip and one runwey oriented east and 
west. Landings and takeoffs average about 30 per day, 7 days a week, down from about 
100 per day. The drop in training fights is attributed to increasing use of artificial 
trawmwng devices. The Dade County Airport Authority manages the training facility. 
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Conmderable controversy surrounded the building of the yetport mm the late 1960: 

@ it wntruded into 2 pristine wetlands area emnedistely upstream of Everglades Natrona! 
Park. Following an interdisciplinary study by the Department of the Interior in 1969, 
further development of the yetport was stopped. with the prowimons that tranwng 
flaghts be allowed on 2 temporary bass and the promuse that the federal government 
provide land for an aiternete jetport. An aiternete site in north Dade County has been 
selected, but negotietons have not been concluded 


The lermited use of the site appears to be compatible with natural functioning of the 
ecosystem. Any potential recreational use of it must meet the same criteria. The 
maintenance of surface weter and goundweter quality © wmperative. The area a 
vegetated with Gwerl cypress interspersed with “heads” of larger cypress ano 

hardwood hammocks Most of the trees are festooned with a plants, manly bromeliads 
Florida panther have been sighted. Hunting trails, easily traversed in the dry 

season by four wheeldrive vehicles, crisscross the area. 


To the south of the landing area are five borrow pits excaveted to provide fil! for 

the landing area and roads. The 40 foot deep pits are about 2,000 feet long. Three 
are about 750 feet wide; two are 150 feet wide. All have vertical sides. Fishing is 

reportedly good 


During the dry season (October to June), when the land is passable, the site could be 
used for camping, hiking, and weter-related sports. Only the creation of a sloping 
littoral zone for the borrow pit sites and toilet facilities would be required. During 
the rarny season, dense mosquito populations would discourage al! but the very hardy. 


Four Miccosukee indian villages tie within a few miles of the site. Increased traffic 
to the area would benefit these villages economically in addition to affording an 
opportunity for the indians to operate concessions such as a snack ber, boat rentals, 
and a general store selling campiry, and fishing supplies. 


At present, private vehicles are the only practical means of reaching the site, which 
borders U.S. 41. As energy costs increase, with the anticipated concomitant change in 
attitudes and habits, a public transportation system to and from the site may prove 

to be practical. The distance is well within the time constraints of a day's outing and the 
site 16 On the direct route from Miami to Napies. If the site is developed with care and 
taste, the recreational experience would be well worth the trip. Such development may 
conflict with forthcoming management plans for the Big Cypress area 


inland Lakes. Water filled rock pits and borrow ponds are scattered throughout 


Dade County. They range from about 12 to 35 feet deep, although some real estate lakes 
have been dredged to as much as 60 feet (Sage Bay) 
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Aesthetics and setety, 2s well 25 recreations! opportunities, would be increased if 

lakes with vertical sides were modified by constructing 2 slaping littoral zone. 

fish propagetion, and prowide feeding areas for wading birds Direct Grainage of storm 
sewert into the lskes should be prohibited. Where appropriete, peers, launchong ramps, 
and swirmrreng beaches could be constructed. Many of these lakes are within walking or 
beking datance of populeted areas. Practically al! are accessible by privete auto. 


The Dade County Planning Department is adverse to developing smal! parcels as they are 
“energy Gres,” thet 4, the recrestion return is not worth the development end 
maerntenence costs. it « conceiweble that where these areas be within inco"porsted 
areas, they could be donated by the county for perk purposes. Fuchs Park in south 
Mian: (U.S. | and GOth Street) is a much used miniperk of this nature. 


Watson island. Watson island is traversed by the MacArthur Causeway, connecting 
downtown Miam: with the southern end of Miem: Beach The southern portion of the 65-ecre 
sland 1s berng used as a landing site for the Goodyear biimp, helicopters, and smal! 

flying services. The northern section is devoted to passive park space, theme gardens, 

and @ boating club. The open areas are utilized for ratlies (Earth Day), frisbee 

players, strollers, etc. 


Miami 16 seeking an agent to Gevelop the island as @ tourist attraction, providing 
Opponents to this proposal point out that such an enterprise would change the restful 
character of the island as wel! as overcrowd MacArthur Causeway, displace the popular 
Goodyear blimp, and deny the use of Watson island to lower income groups. 


58th Street Dump. The site is located on Northwest 58th Street. it is owned 

by Dade County and is used for sanitary landfill by the county. It is approximately 
640 acres in size, and over 60 percent of the population of Dade County is within 8 
mules. Public transportation could be made available when the site was converted to 
a large open space park thet could satisfy part of the needs for passive recreations! 
activitves. 


There are no limitations on the site other then those of prudent use within the

There are no significant historical or natural valves, but the development should 


attract wildlife, particularly birds, if it included a rolling landscape with ponds 
and islands 


Bieck Point Park. This area, approximately 600 scres, « loceted in the 

southeastern portion of Dade County, east of Southwest 87th Avenue, and between the 
projections of Southwest 248th and 732nd Streets. it fronts on Baceyne Bay. An 
apphcation « berg submwtted through the F iornsda State Emweronmentally Endangered 
Lands Program to attempt to acquire large portions of the mangrove areas north and 
south of the site. 


A recreational area for paessve activites would extend approximately & mule mmiand 
and approximately 6 mules north of the present park holdengs and south to Homestead 
Bayfront Park.

Monument. it is also most important thet it remain undisturbed 
if order to maintain the biological productivity of Biscayne Bay 


Navy Wells, This 250-ecre site is loceted in the far sowthwestern portion of 
Dade County southwest of Homestead, approximately 12 miles inland from Biscayne Bay. 
it s near Lucitie Drive and Southwest 192nd Avenue 


The site is not served by public mass transportation, but can be easily reached by 
automobile. it located on a section line road, which makes it accessible on 
Lucite Drive on the south by pedestrian, automobile, and bicycle traffic.

OPTIONS FOR MAKING POTENTIAL RECREATIONAL SITES AVAILABLE 
TO SERVE URBAN NEEDS 


Genera! Recommendation: 

Current problems in providing recreations! opportunities and open spece for urban 
areas are @ result of past short cightednens. in many cases, there were no plans to 
lay the goundwork for the future. Now is the time to initiste the process thet 
2000. Dade County's 1985-2000 Metropolitan Development Pattern (1975) is a step 
nm thes Girection. 


Much land that should have been saved for open space and resource related recreation 
slong the beyt. estueres. streams, and canels, and ocean has been developed. most 
often for housing If a severe hurricane hit under certain conditions of tide and 
Grection, it would flood large residentia) areas, resulting in massive property 

joss. 1t has been so long since @ “killer” hurricane, that for verious reasons 

# complacent attitude has developed thet has led to remdentia! construction in 

flood prone areas. in the event of a catastrophic storm, there could be an opportunity 
to aoquire large areas for eventual restoration to something approximating natural 
condrtioms The mechanerns to accomplish this should be established now for the sake 
of efficiency and not after the disaster ocours (U.S. Department of the Interior, 
BOR, 1976) 


A large problem on providing recreation for people is getting the people to the 
facility or resource Within the study eres (which is much like the rest of the 

Urwted States regarding transportation) hghweys are congested during days of high 
recreations! interest. public transportation 1 inadequate and bike routes and peths 
have not been provided to a significant degree The old answer of providing more 
expressways May no longer be wise in view of our energy situation This situation 
suggests working toward less dependence on the automobile and other energy wasteful! 
transportation means 


Major tranaportation systerns programs involving federal and state funding should have 
recreational and perk area routes identified in order to qualify for program funds 
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To save energy, emphess should be pieced on providing serwices Close to home. 
Newnborhood perks should be scoessible we sete bicycle travis and routes Parks 
beyond the range of the average becychst showld be reached wie an inexpensive and 
Convement public transportation system Sedewelks end welk weys should be prowded 
and thew use encouraged as 2 safe mexpensve and healthful means of transportation 
and tor the recrestional benefits inherent im walking, jogging. oF runing Connecting 
existing bicycle paths could serve as 2 first step. 


Selected trom The South Fiorids Study (University of Florida Center for Wetlands, 
1973) ere severa! recommendation 


East coast urben areas and the Florids Keys 
Restructure the property tax to encourage and perpetuate agricultural actrwitees 
and the preservation of natural lands in proximity to suburben areas. 


Crange zoning regulations to diversify existeng and newly developing suburban 
wean 


Revise county Zoning and subdivision regulations to encourage development or 
reclamation of existing sitered land before developing additional undisturbed 
land 


Emphasize inexpensive energy conserving recreational activities and facilities 
such as bike paths, perks, nature trails, and primitive (tent) camping facilities. 


Assure natural diversity by protecting and/or preserving rare ecological 
systems such as tropical hardwood hammocks coral reefs, and intact stands 
of Caribbewn pine 


Prohibit the destruction of natural landscape features when housing or shopping 
centers are built, (Natural elements make mmportant contributions to the drversity 
of an area, provide free life support functions, offer privacy, and enhance the 
environment, both biaphysically and psychologically ) 


Prepare a program of natura! beach restoration that would gradually phase out 
existing structures (gros jettes, seawealls) and would e:ther replace obsolete 
bulidings with new ones located betund @ setback line or restore the natural beach 


vegetation 


Withen the comprehensive development master pian for Dade County is the staternent. 
“The conflict between man and nature in Dade County has produced a situation which 
is NOt Conducive to the survive! of either.” Elsewhere it states, “Dade County's 

fragele ecosystem has been continuously and seriously degraded to the port where 

it poses @ threat to life and health.” 
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Such starthng statements apply approprietely to Browerd County as well, with the 
expectation of a Closer fit as tome and Gevelapment continue One step towerd reverning 
thes trend would be the preserweton of 25 much open space as possible both wrthen 
and outside the crtees. Plans for passeve recrestions! areas are entirely compatible 

with efforts to cure the suffering ecotagy of southeast Florida. 


If aff entifed mayor resources were Gedicated to open space for park and 

recreations! purposes. a large step would be taken toward meeting statistical Germancds 
and fulfilling real human needs. Recent reports, including The South Florida Study 
(Ureversity of Florida, 1973), Biscayne Bay Environmental and Social Systems 
(Wetson, 1975), and especially, Dade County's Comprehensive Development Master Pian 
(197d) are encourageng These reports indicate that planners and, hopefully. prowders 
are learung towerd a more comprehensive wew of problems and thew solutions, and 
away from the precemes! approach leading to ecologeca!l degradation, (f not disaster 


Feders! Roles 

Coordination. There appears to be a need for some mechanism to facilitate the 
combynng of natural, financial, and professional resources to effect the preservation 
of mgrwficant open apece areas for recrestion Such a coordinating mechanism muaght 
be an appropriate role for the federal government in an overall open space program. 
Thus type of federal action might work best if done in cooperation with state and 
regional entities because there is @ strong ernphasis on local autonomy in thes area 
State and remonal agencies, whch have numerous loca! contacts, would be in the best 
Poston to get a Coordinating entity that would be able to quick!y determune the most 
effective combynation of resources for a particular open apace project. 


Techrical Assistance. A federal! agency might be helpful in assisting local 
agencies find money and resources for an open space program 


Spec’ fic examples of assistance are as follows 


Helping local ager.~’es locate sources of funds such as foundations or privete 
donors 


Acting as a hanson between preservation onented foundations such as the Nature 
Conservancy and the Trust for Public Lands (these groups purchase endangered 
lands and hold them unt:! public funds are evarlable to permanently set the 
lands aside for recreational or other conservation purposes) 


Assisting in locating lands thet may be committed to some type of development 
but which may be available for an interim recreational use 


Working woth the owners of large tracts to seaure pesewe pubic recresborw! 
use whenever end wherever posible 


These and other forms of asestance mught help encresse the open apece supply arthout 
rasp ve federal expend:tures and comtro! 


Acquistion end Development Greets Many of the potentie! apen space areas are 
protuby tively expensve for soguistion by loca! governments One owner was Quoted as 
asking $76,000 per acre for lend appreteed ot $90,000 to $12,000 per acre. The 
particular tract end many of the others heve siready been pletted for subdivmons 

" sprte of the fact thet many Gevelapen heve gone benkrupt mary comdorenmum 
developments he abendoned and half complete and tens of thousands of the completed 
ones reman unsold The open epece situation « further compbhceted by the fact thet 
the state wihech sn a better position to develap and manage lerge areas than loca!

such as the Land and Water Conservation Fund An amendment to the original legisiation 
could earmark an increased percentage of the fund momes for urben open space 
acquisition The specific gant formule could range anywhere from 100 percent of the 
proyect acquisition cost down to any concervable matching formula Another siternative 
rraght be to lent fee aoquisition under the theory thet lend use controls and partial 
acquisition could preserve the visible landscape adequately wiwie fee tite acquisition 
would be necessary only in those areas where public acoess would be required Thus. 

for example, a lrmt of 10 percent might be placed on the amount of land within « proposed

Broward County's 
purisdictions include Fort Lauderdale, Hollywood, Hellendele, Pompano Beach, and 

Core! Springs. Containing s population of only §79,000 in 1950, the SCSA anproeched 

2.3 million in 1975. The grest increases in populstion heve mainly taken piece within 

the urwncorporsted sections of the counties and the meny smell murucipelities thet 

Got the eres. During the 1960s, Browerd wes the fastest growing county in the United 
States, and it is projected thet Browerd County's population will resch | million 

by 1978 and 1.8 million by 1990. The rapid populstion growth and consequent development 
has resulted in the destruction of much of the neturs! lendscape and environment and 
placed great strain upon the capabilities of local governments to provide sdequete

Ninety percent of the population increase in tht region may be attributed to 

imenigration — Latins moving in from the Caribtean and South America, elderly citizens 
rmugrating from the U.S Northeast end Midwest, ard other Americans seeking employment 
in a warmer climate. indeed, this region represents a microcosm, with retired and 

elderly resdents in small, overcrowded hotets or large self contarned condomirmums. 

@ burgeoning, hard working, close-knit immigrant population of Spanish Americans. 

and thousands of corporate executives and others escaping the snow and cold for the 
warmth of south Florida. 


As tor racial composition, blecks do not comprise a majority in any of the core 

cities, though thew presence is concentrated in particular neighborhoods and areas. 

in the Miam. SCSA, 15.5 percent of the population is black and other races; in Fort 
Lauderdale, the percentage is 12.8. in the city of Miami, the percentage of blecks 

and other races is 23.4; it is 14.8 in Fort Lauderdale, 4.3 in Hollywood, and 0.9 

in Mian Beach Recent statistics estimate that the Spanish speaking element comprises 
52 percent of Miami's population and 32 percent of Dade County's population. 


The majority of blacks are concentrated in « few areas of the county and, over time, 
thew mobility (defined as moving to a new residence) has not improved. in 1960, about 
92 percent of the black population resided in only a few well.defined areas. By 1970, 
the central park of Miami east of 1-95 had lost some of its high concentration of 

blacks due to urban renewal and expresswey construction. The loss in this area was 
partially offset by a new concentration of blacks in the adjoining area between 

36th Street and 79th Street. 
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The apparent lack of mobility among blacks is substantiated by 2 study of mobility 
patterns from 1964 to 1968. The study Getermined thet biecks made shorter intracounty 
moves when they Changed thew place of residence then ether Latins or mon- Latin 
whites. Those residing in southern Dade County had 2 low rate of mobility. The largest 
proportion of black mobility wes within and from the north central eres and wes caused 
premarily by hughwey Construction and urben renews! projects im the central! black 

ares of Miami. When Carol City in northwestern Dade County first started to change 
ethrucally, a mass exodus of middle-class whites took place The ares has not stabilized 
and 6 racially integrated, but there are many problems between these ethrwc groups 


The Latin population of Dade County resides in concentrations in or near the central 
business district extending north to the Juha Tuttle Causeway, west of iarni 
international Airport, Hislesh, and south to SW Bth Street. 


Since the 1960 census did nut provide detailed information on Latins, the 1965-1969 
mobility study must be used in discussing their mobility. The ergest percentage 

of moves by any ethnic group was by Latins, and they moved outwerd from their inner-city 
“Little Havana” in @ step-wise manner. Generally, the first move was to the fringe 
attracted to far out suburben areas, particularly southern Dade County, and they are 

more likely to move beck towards town than either blacks or non Latin whites.

TRANSPORTATION 


The Miann/Fort Lauderdate SCSA is a transportation-oriented area. Because its major 
growth comcided with the spread of the automobile, its configuration was designed 
to accommodate this mode of transportation, resulting in the high degree of urban 
spraw! and automobile ownership evidenced today. 


The SCSA has one of the highest ratio of cars to people in the nation imore than one 
car for every two persons). To accommodate this lerge number of vehicles, Dade 
County has « network of nearly 5,000 miles of roads. Of this, about 100 miles are 
expressways, Most Constructed within the last 15 years, 29 miles are interstates, 
there are also GOO miles of major and minor arterial roads, 560 ones of collector 


streets, and about 3,700 miles of loca! streets. Over 8D percent of afl car trevel 
6 Gone on the expresseeys and arterials, whch constitute about 15 percent of the 
tote! roadwey system of Dade County. 


in Broward County the highway network siso constitutes the backbone of the transportation 
system. However, the growth rete of previous years has fer exceeded the evellability 

of federal, state, and local funding to keep pace with highwey construction needs. 

in many wstances, developers have donsted nghts.of wey a5 wel! as prowded funds 

and/or labor towerd construction or improvernent of arterial highways Contiguous to 

thew sites 


The existing arterial highway network totals approximately 770 miles of wh ich 64 
mules are expressway, 238 miles divided highways, and 468 miles undrwided or 
two-lane facilities. In addition to the arterial system, 2,100 miles of local streets 
exist in Browerd County. 


Approximately 185 miles of the arterial highway network operate with generalized 
vehicle/capacity ratios grester then 1.00. Of this total, 92 miles have a vehicie/ 
capacity ratio between 1.01-1.25, 63 miles between 1.26 and 1.50, and 30 miles greater 
then 1.51. 


Mass transportation in Dade County is provided by the idetro Transit Authority, 
and prior to August 1975, by the Coral Gables Municips System. Transit routes 

are provided to within % mile of 90 percent of Dade Csunty's population. The Metro 
Transit Authority, which took over the Coral Gables system, operates over 1,850 
mile; of bus rowtes. in 1973, its 425 buses carried @ total of 49 million paying 


passengers. 


At present, approximetely 6 percent of al! trips in Dade County are made by public 
transportation. The time between buses varies from 20 minutes in densely populated 
urben areas to | hour in outlying areas. The percentage of bus riders able to complete 
thew journeys without transfer has declined slightly in recent years. New express 

routes have been introduced between heavily populated residential areas and employment 
centers, and other schedule alterations have been made to improve service. 


The Browerd County Department of Transportation, Division of Mass Transit, operstes 
the county bus system. in 1972, Broward County consolidated the private Beach 
Transit System with the South Broward Transit Authority into e countywide maintained 
and operated authority. At that time, 64 buses were operating over 2.6 million miles 
and carried 3 million passengers annually The transit system currently has 109 

buses thet operate on 38 different routes per day, covering 14,000 route miles. The 
transit system operates with @ standard toll of 25 cents except for senior citizens 

who are charged 10 cents. 


Severs! tranet planewng programs are proposed. mcluding 2 trans t develapment

for the elderly and handicapped, « transit management study, and 2 trecet Gevelopment 
program phase ||. The transit development updete hes eight major programs: Major 
ovtputs of thu program include a Comprehensive attitude survey on citizens tranaportation 
attrtudes, development of multemods! gosls, objectives, and standards 2s parting and 
Circulation siternstive analysis for downtown Fort Lauderdale; and a 5-year transit 
wmprovement program Energy conservation and bus macntenance procedures will also be 
studied 


Two major transit projects are proposed in Gowntown Fort Lauderdale. These include 
construction of « mew transit terminal in fiscal year 1977 and Autometed Guidewsy 
Transit System (AGT). Funds for this system are now being requested. 


Dad County has three of the busiest airports in the nation: Miami internetional 
Airport, New Tamiami Airport, and Ope Locks Airport. The number of passengers 
passing through Miarn international Airport more than tripled from 4 million in 
1960 to around 12.8 million in 1973, while cargo operations soared from 200 million 
pounds to 720 million pounds during the same period. However, the number of takeoffs 
and landings increased only slightly in comparison, rising from 321,000 to 351,000, 
reflecting the larger aircraft develaped during the 1960s. 


There are four airports in Broward County — Fort Lauderdale Hollywood international 
Airport, Pormpeno Ai Park, North Perry Airport, and Fort Lauderdale Executive Airport. 
These are primarily general aviation airports, aithough Fort Lauderdale Hollywood 
international Arrport also serves Broward County's commercial aviation needs, and 

in 1975, 3,700,000 presengers passed through this airport. The majority of the airport's 
passenger enplanements involved short to intermediate length domestic flight serv-ce. 
neartry Caribbean isiands. in 1975, Browerd County airports handied 865,000 tota! 
awcraft operations. 


The Dodge island Seaport in Dade County is the busiest and fastest growing port in 
the nation. in 1973, over 851,000 passengers passed through the port, simost five 
tines the 1961 figure. Cargo handied in 1973 amounted to 1,200,000 tons worth $1 
billion, aimost triple the 1961 tonnage, with the bulk of it being “clean” cargo to 
Port Everglades is Florida's deepest harbor and is located in Broward County. It 
functions mn commodities transport and as a major southern international cruise 
port. in 1975, weter borne commerce reached 11.7 million tons, and a total of 
249.000 passengers embarked on 245 cruise stip sailings. 
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The Port Authority owns over 1,000 acres and serves « 12 cownty aren, being wits! 

to mdustra! and Commerc aperstioms Gependent upon emport and export tactes

Two major rellroads operate in Broward and Dade Counties — the Ficrids East Coast 
Ravtrosd and the Seaboard Coastline Raevirosd Trans comtinwe to be 8 major mover 
of trewht and with the assumption of some passenger operations by the federal 
government, the movement of inter city passengers 4 mcreaping. 


PHYSICAL RESOURCES 


Browerd County's terrain is basically fist. Most of the lend in the SMSA is under 
10 feet above sea level The lowest elevations between 0 and 5 feet are found 
primarily in the southern and eastern portions of the county, with the largest 
concentrations east of U.S. | and sowth of Port Everglades, in the Davie Cooper 
City area and in the southwest. The elevations in the northern third of the county 
are generally higher, ranging from 10 feet above sea level to slightly higher than 
15 feet. The two large areas of highest elevation are slong Dixie Highway north of 
Atlantic Boulevard and in a northern pocket west of the Florida Turnpike and east 
of West 74th Avenue extended. 


Dade County ties upon a mantic of limestone rock, rising from an elevation of only a 
few inches to more than 20 feet above sea level. The land is aimo.t table fiat. The 
highest elevations occur along the coastal ridge, the approximate center of the ridge 
being marked by U.S. Highway |. The ridge then slopes imperceptably to the west and 
the Evergiades and sornewhat more sharply eastward to the bey 


The lend end weter habitats of the area are classified as pineland, hammock, 
sand prairie, glades, salt marsh, mangrove, and freshweter and saltweter areas. 


Pineland 

Pineland ocoupies the highest erea 1 both Dade and Broward Counties: The major 
species of native pine is Pinus ef oft! var. densa, unique to south Florida. 

This pine grows only in areas safe from flooding and rising water tables. The soil 
type found in the pineland is generally rocky, with occasional sand pockets thet are 
well dramned and stable Pineland is erminently suitatie for al! types of building 

and a large variety of recreational activities that require dry, level ground, 

and some shade. Pineland, once predominant in the coastal area of south Florida, is

Gremned sands. vegetation normally consists of grasses and occasions! pines and paimettos 
Most of the sand prairie has been developed for url.<n uses, though some is stil! in 
pasture and cropland. This habitat is well suited for recreational activities requiring 

level wel! drarned open areas 


Glades 

The glades occupy more land in the SCSA than any other form of habitat. They are 
predominantly grassiands with little or no tree growth and, because of low elevation, 
are subject to periodic ‘looding. The glades soils are peat and muck in the western 
portions of the county; mar! or rocky near the coast. Except for rocky areas, the soils 
are subject to extensive shrinkage and settling and heave poor percolation and 
prohibitive. Even today, the pattern of development refiects that the glades are 
Obstacies to building. “*\': these areas are not suitable for building without 

extensive filling, they are useful for agriculture snd such recreations! uses as 

fishing, boating. and carping. Finger glades, narrow grasslands cutting diagonally 
from west to east, from the Everglades through the coastal rock ridge, are stil! in 
agriculture and other open-spece ses. though development has occurred around them. 
A fine opportunity is present to pr wide significant open space in the heart of the 
urban area by preserving these finge’ giedes in a natural open state

Onty im sowth Dade anc im some of the metropolitan parks are there any significant 
stands of mangrove remaning in Broward County, the salene mangrove ocours 
principally in an ares known as West Lake. Man's Gesire to be meer weter hes resulted 
m much of this valuable coastline berng dredged and filled for development The 
mangroves provide a valuable service to the health and wabelity of the plant and 
arial life of the bey. 


Freshweter and Saltweter /.. eas 

Water has been most influential in shaping the urben development pattern of the SCSA 
and in determining the type of recreational activities in which people engage Dade 
and Broward Counties are virtually surrounded by water in various forms. Biscayne 
Bay and the Atlantic Ocean form the eastern boundary of Dade County, and the 
Everglades, wich is flooded aimost half the year, prohibits extensive development 
to the west. Dade County rests upon one of the world's largest underground weter 
collection and storage areas, the Biscayne aquifer. The relationship of the weter 
table to ground level is a primar, factor in determining the suitability of an ares 
for development. A delicate telance exists between the seawerd flow of the fresh 
goundweter and the landward flow of saltweter. 


The erea's bey and ocean resources are unique in the United States. The velue of the 
waters of Biscayne Bay, and the offshore keys and living coral reefs cannot be 
overestimated in importance in providing the environment for sustaining fish and 
animal life. This resource, as well as the many intend lskes and canals, forms the 
bese for many recreational activities. The abuocdant supply of weter, in itself, creates 
a@ strong demand for use as a recreational re’ urce. Over 45 percent of the population 
consider? water oriented sports to be am ong thei favorite recreational activities. 
Because of thei recreational, aesthetic, and ecological value. the area's outstanding 
weter areas should be easily accessible, provided with supporting recreational 
facilities, and maintained in a clean, natura! state

Your selection of atypicel residential communities listed on 
7 and 9 supposedly covering « cross-section of the Miani-fort le 
population, i.e., Bleck, white, effivent, Cuben and senior citizen, 
completely ignores the way le should properly be broken Gown, to wit: 
by recreational ectivity, which is the purpose of your study. In other 
words, the appropriate categories for recreational analysis showld be: 
hunting, fishing, wetter skhiing, scwbe diving, tennis, golf, picnicking 
in parke or beeches, ewimming in pools, ocean or Bay, surfboaerding, power- 
boeting, sailing, flying, ete. From those categories, « demographic 
analysis should be made as to the number of people and the category of 
person who perticipetes in those ticular ectivities, and the eveile- 
bility of facilities for each ectivity. 


From thet starting point, you could then attempt to analyte the need 
for eGditional fecilities for persone already engeged in particulier 
types of activities, and then analyte various segnents of the populetion 
for the kinds of persons who would more likely be interested in such 
specific recreational opportunities. At thet juncture, you could then 
inform end encourege participetion in, and expend in each of those rec- 
reational areas. 


In other words, your original premise for exploretion is incorrect.
